cities. The former mayor of Win- 
nipeg (and one of the first openly 
gay municipal politicians) has spent 
more than 15 years revitalizing both 
Winnipeg and all of urban Canada.

What are the benchmarks by which 
you judge the success of a city? 
Edmonton has been smart in trying 
to develop itself as an expert in nan- 
otechnology. I think that the wealth 
in Alberta, if it’s applied to the diver- 
sification of the economy and if 
there’s major investment in cultural 
institutions and universities, as well 
as improving the quality of life in 
cities, including public transit—these 
are the kinds of things that make a 
city attractive to.a creative worker. 
There's huge potential... 


But is the province really 
to make those kinds of invest- 
ments? Thaven’t heard that kind of 


I think conferences like this are really 
looking at how we can get ahead of 
the curve. 


You've said before that cities can- 
not accomplish a cultural resur- 
gence by simply bringing in a 
famous architect for an iconic 
building. Often, politicians and 
urban experts will point to the 
Guggenheim Museum that Frank 
Gehry built in Bilbao, Spain as the 
reason for the city’s regeneration, 
but you've rejected that idea and 
stated that an iconic building alone 
won't create a new wave of creative 
activity. How does a city promote a 
creative economy in an organic, 
authentic way? 

I refer to that attitude as irritable Bil- 
bao syndrome. It went though 20 
years of revitalization. They redevel- 
oped their waterfront. They created 
a beautiful, modern subway system. 
They had strong partnerships 
between business and the 
university... The museum is built 
but this is what they are doing after 
the museum. They are always work- 
ing in 10-year frameworks and have 
a sense of where they are going to be 
in 50 years. That's a different envi- 
ronment than most Canadian cities 
plan in. 


If you were mayor, how would you 
make Edmonton a “cultural capi- 
tal’? 

In Edmonton, I'd look at the special- 
izations of the University of Alberta 
and accelerate the commercialization 
of research. I would be mapping out 
research in the private and non-prof- 
it sectors that has a commercial 
application and that can be spun out 
into new enterprises. I'd be looking 


Activists never idle 


..-but they’ve lost the first round in battle against exhaust 


CITIZENS FOR BETTER TRANSIT WILL 
continue their campaign for a city 
wide anti-idling law, despite the fact 
that the city’s transportation and 
public works committee squashed 
the legislation on May 15. 

Better Transit members have been 
discussing such a law for more than 
two years, says Heather Rock, the 
group’s chairperson. Initially, the 
group lobbied ETS to ensure bus dri- 
vers cut their engines when sitting at 
transit centres or other rest points, 
citing environmental and health con- 
cerns. (A city law would force pri- 
vate citizens to turn off their engines 
as well.) ETS policy requires buses to 
shut down after five minutes of inac- 
livity, but Rock says many bus dri- 
vers do not follow the rules. 

Despite the recent rejection of the 
law, she’s not discouraged. Rock 
points to the current anti-smoking 
law, which needed to pass through a 
number of committee and council 
votes and public education cam- 
paigns before becoming law. “I think 
that if we just keep plugging away at 
it,” she says, “we will get a bylaw. 
Many cities have a ban. It’s not 
unusual.” 

Indeed, Vancouver, Toronto, 
Ottawa and Montreal all have idling 





bans, which variously force all vehi- 
cles to shut down when not moving 
for more than three to five minutes. 
Like Edmonton, Calgary merely has 
a policy discouraging idling by city- 
owned vehicles. 

Rock also wonders why the bylaw 
was dismissed. Not only would the 
ban mesh with the city's CO2RE 
program to reduce greenhouse 
gases, but the law also had public 
support—at least, if the turnout at 
the May 15 committee meeting is 
any indication. Seven people spoke 
in favour of the law, including repre- 
sentatives from the Toxic Watch

While 80 
per cent of our jobs are created in 
cities and large towns, very little of 
that is happening as a conscious 
effort of government. Most places 
don’t have urban strategies at all

move to different job markets as dif- 
ferent opportunities present them- 
selves.

“If they'd received so many e-mails 
and people were so angry,” she asks, 
“why didn’t anyone show up?” 

She also finds it curious that the 
committee didn’t push the bylaw up 
to city council for wider debate— 
only two votes would have been 
required, and both Michael Phair 
and Janice Melnychuk were in 
favour of the bylaw.

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Call centre in a coalmine 


Tele-sweatshops an index of economic health 


THE CLICHE IS TRUE: CALL CENTRES 
are the sweatshops of the 21st centu- 
ty. Having several land in your city 
is no compliment. Economic success 
is the opposite of what draws them. 
And it usually means that your civic 
and/or provincial governments 
have provided significant tax 
breaks—which we pay for—to draw 
these highly mobile operations to 
our communities. 

In exchange, they commonly pay 
ridiculous wages to agents to make 
or take absurd numbers of calls in 
each closely monitored shift. A sur- 
vey of current Edmonton job ads 
shows wage rates from $10 to $16 an 
hour for a workforce in which 
women, new Canadians, visible 
minorities and the disabled are dis- 
proportionately represented. Diver- 
sity isa worthwhile goal, but it 
would be more honourable in a less 
exploitive and higher-paying envi- 
ronment. 

Call centre owners and operators 
love cities with a lot of educated 
unemployed people, a list that until 
recently included Edmonton. 
Despite low unemployment rates, in 
absolute numbers we were ripe for 
the picking. With literally tens of 
thousands of Edmontonians having 
done time in at least one call centre, 
there’s a good chance that you or 
someone you know has worked in 
one in the last five years. 

Certainly some call centres offer 
humane work conditions and rea- 
sonable compensation, but those are 
rare and usually unionized: A cho- 
sen few even deliberately schedule 
their staff part-time (while offering 
full benefits), opting not to burn peo- 
ple out. 

But most are stress and tension 
machines, chewing people up and 
spitting them out. One even played 
high-pressure sales messages in the 
ears of operators waiting for the next 
call to come through. And try keep- 
ing your job if you even mention a 
union at most of them. 

I've had the opportunity lately to 
speak with people who work at a 
variety of Edmonton call centres in 
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positions ranging from customer ser- 
vice representative and technical 
support to middle management. 
This is in addition to my own call 
centre experience, which causes me 
to eschew phone conversations to 
this day. 

Although call centres, like other 
work environments, preach team- 
work, they are the ultimate isolators. 
Agents sit in front of computer 
screens the entire time, generally 
while wearing headsets that cut 
them off from real-world conversa- 
tion. Breaks are staggered to provide 
maximum coverage on the phones, 
teams change frequently, and shift 
start-times can change more than 10 
hours in a single week. 

Abusive scheduling hampers 
social life outside the call centre even 
more. Schedules can be produced 
with less than two weeks’ notice, 
with days off in random order. Low 
wages motivate long stretches of 
overtime, and vacation entitlement 
is usually the legal minimum. Some 
of the largest call centres in the city 
do not have paid sick days, and one 
of the giants that does provide them 
terminates people when they go on 
short-term disability as a matter of 
practice. 

And now, we in this city are likely 
on the verge of a mass depopulation 
of call centres. Ipsos-Reid left 
Edmonton last year, and there are 
credible claims that a few larger cen- 
tres with U.S. contracts are about to 
downscale or depart altogether. 
Edmonton commercial rents are 
increasing, recruiters are running up 
against the wall of record-low unem- 
ployment, and the Canadian dollar 
has appreciated by almost 50 per 
cent in the last five years. 

How will we know when the cur- 
rent economic boom has run its 
course? Simple: the call centres will 
come back.

ACCORDING TO GEORGIA C. 
Lauritzen, Ph.D.,a food and nutri- 
tion specialist at the University of 
Utah, there is no perfect food. Ask 
my hippie friends, and they'll say 
Super Blue Green Algae can’t be 
beat. 

I disagree with both the scientists 
and the hippies. First, the only thing 
lever got from Super Blue Green 
Algae was super-blue green pee. 
And as for you, Georgia C. Lau- 
ritzen, I’m sorry, but there’s no way 
to objectively measure the complete- 
ly subjective joy a falafel brings to 
my heart! I love falafels! 

Now many people will no doubt 
say they love falafels, but | mean it. 
The crisp nuttiness of a fried but 

less chickpea ball married 
with the zing of tahini and garlic 
hummus and the crunch of radish, 
pickle, or beetroot... It’s almost too 
much. And don’t even get me start- 
ed on the soft chewiness of the pita 
bread that pulls and tugs as you 
wrestle morsels away.

My drawer at work contains maps 
to falafel stands in various world 
cities So that if I should find myself 
in Beijing’s Sanlitun bar street and 
feel the need for a falafel to soak up 
the night's entertainment, I know to 
visit the 1001 Nights restaurant on 
the same road. Manila? The falafel 
shop across the street from the 
Malate Pensione is a good bet. Mel- 
bourne, Bangkok, London, New 
York... falafels abound. 

“But what about Edmonton?” you 
might ask. Sadly, until very recently 
my Edmonton map read, ‘Here 
There Be Dragons.’ 


OBLONG PERFECTION 

lam glad to say that has changed. 

Over lunch recently, I met a 
benevolent soul who chose to share 
her secret with me—Alia’s Pitas. As 
she instructed me about the location, 
Lassailed her with questions about 
their falafels, the ingredients, the 


sauces. I was intense, but until you 
really quiz them about the details, 
you can’t be sure if their information 
is reliable. My correspondent talked 
about Alia’s fresh pitas (from the 
Mediterranean Pita Bakery here in 
Edmonton... fresh!), and their small 
oblong falafels, all fried to perfection. 
It was enough to convince me. 

I spoke calmly and evenly to my 
wife Nona as we went over the final 
preparations for Operation Falafel. I 
was Chief Operations Officer while 
Nona was in charge of logistics and 
transportation. She picked me up in 
front of my building at precisely 
12:01 and we made our way down 
Jasper, to 82 Street, and then finally 
turned into 127 Ave., behind the 
McDonald’s, precisely as planned. 

The smell of fresh bread hung 
heavy in the air as we entered the 
deli, and although I am the type of 
person who can enter a deli and 
stare at olives for 45 minutes without 
blinking, I proceeded straight to the 
counter and ordered. Nona started 
to panic at the sheer variety of items 
on the menu (shawarma, stuffed 

pe leaves, various plates and 
platters) but I managed to talk her 
through it and eventually we 
ordered two falafel sandwiches 
(jumbo for me $6.99 and regular for 
Nona $5.25—both with hot sauce). 


JAW-POPPINGLY GOOD

Little pink pools of 
sliced beet root mixing with the tahi- 
ni/garlic hummus sauce dripped 
from my pinky and fell on my plate. 
The oil in the falafel was prominent 
but didn’t taste bitter or burnt, and 
each bite had a subtle nuttiness that 
the other ingredients didn’t over- 

wer. Nona and I lingered over our 
last few bites, sad for each one that 
brought us nearer to the end, but 
happy for each other and our new 
discovery. 

Back at'the office, limmediately 
went through my drawers and gath- 
ered up my international falafel 
maps. I didn’t need them anymore. I 
love falafels, and I love Alia’s. [have 
no need for any others.

[HAVE A CONFESSION TO MAKE. 
I've never seen a Stewart Lemoine 


play before. Theatrical sacrilege in 
Edmonton, for sure (hey, I have an 
excuse—I only moved here last sum- 
mer, and I missed the recent 
remount of Erosand the Itchy Ant). 
lam, however, aware of the man’s 
reputation, and what a rep it is: Since 
founding Teatro La Quindicina 25 
years ago, Lemoine has been a 
ridiculously prolific local institution, 


sometimes writing up to four shows 
a year. With his trademark cocktail 
of witty bon mots and outlandish 
plots, he’s a legend in his time, in his 
own town. 

So Thad a certain idea what a 
Lemoine show was to be: clever, 
fast-paced, crowd-pleasing. East of 
My Usual Brain is all those things— 
but it was also better than I expected. 


As it begins, we're introduced to ~ 
Istvan (Ron Pederson), a Hungarian 
author on a book tour. But wait: he’s 
stopped his tour unexpectedly and 
rented a house in a small Chinese 
city. The problem, you see, is that 
he’s become infatuated with Bianca 
(Belinda Cornish), a woman he 
glimpsed in a park one day. 
Intrigued and infatuated, he hires a 
college-aged kid named Eric (Ryan 
Parker) to track her down and report 
back to him. (Yes, it sounds creepy; 
no, it doesn’t play like it.) 

Pederson plays Istvan like a dap- 
per, gentlemanly Borat: a strange 
man ina strange land with a con- 
spicuous moustache and an 
unplaceable Eastern European 
accent. Pederson’s deadpan, Old 
World gravitas leavens the mood 
without giving the character com- 
pletely over to caricature. 

Cornish’s mysterious Bianca is a 
woman whose history is only hinted 
at. The most revealing thing she'll 
tell us is that she’s always been jeal- 
ous of those in love—especially 
those who've loved her, whose affec- 


& tion she’s never understood. Parker, 


as Eric, is the flattest character, 
though that’s no disrespect to Park- 
er. He's our narrator, the audience's 
eyes and ears. 

So what we've gotis a love story 
in which the two principals barely 
speak to one another. Instead, 
they‘re communicating by proxy— 
and one of them isn’t even aware of 
it. 

And on it goes for over an hour, 
back and forth between Istvan and 
Bianca, the characters revealing, 
themselves little by little. To say 
more would be to ruin the plot, but 
trust me, just as you're unsure where 
the play is going or whether it will 
even conclude in any satisfying way, 
Lemoine pulls out a genuinely mov- 
ing ending. 

Thematically though, he plays his 
hand a little obviously. His dialogue 


isn’t exactly subtle, but then, the play 
runs only 75 minutes, and time is at 
a premium. So we're invited, with 
little pretense, to contemplate his 
preoccupations: What is love? What 
is communication? How close can 
two people really be? Does being 
conscious of your happiness change 
it into something else? 

I doubt I'd have enjoyed the play 
as much had it gone on much 
longer. Lemoine’s a clever writer, 
but cleverness only carries you so far 
before it gets tiring. And the set 
design, whose oriental touches are 
lovely and effective, could have been 
a little more foreign and discomfit- 
ing. After all, these characters are 
supposed to be a little out of place. 


Pederson’s Istvan 
is like a dapper 
Borat, all mous- 
tache and accent. 


But Lemoine wraps things up fair- 
ly efficiently, and there are some 
wonderful moments, both funny 
and pensive. “From time to time, 
we'll walk together, and as we do, 
we'll remark upon what we see,” 
one character tells another near the 
end. What a beautiful summation of 
friendship—and one that recognizes 
how the most honest communica- 
tion can just happen, without all the 
desperate striving and fumbling for 
the right words. Lemoine, the wordi- 
est writer in town, has written a play 
about silence—about characters 
mature enough to allow silence to fill 
the gaps in their conversations, and 
their lives. 

A strange observation to come by 
after more than an hour of cunning 
linguistics, but a welcome and won- 
derful one.

“USUALLY WHEN YOU GO TO A 
show,” says musician Travis Boa, 
“you're either one or the other— 
you're a performer or you're a 
member of the audience. But at 
YOU/happening, you choose. 
You can be a performer, or you 
can join the audience—or you can 
be neither. It’s up to you.” 

Ever since he was a teenager, 
says Boa (who's now 26), he’s 
wanted to be part of an event like 
YOU/happening: a spontaneous 
gathering in a large, open room 
where dance and music and art 
gets created at will, where the 
lines between performer and audi- 
ence are blurred and where even 
non-artists can feel free to pick up 
an instrument, move their body or 
manipulate light and sound in one 
giant burst of improvisational 
group creativity. I neglect to ask 
what would happen if people 


decided they wanted to get naked, 
but I suspect Boa would be okay 
with that. 

The evening is the artistic 
equivalent of Do What You Feel 
Day from the “Bart’s Inner Child” 
episode of The Simpsons, and 
you'd be forgiven for skeptically 
muttering that it sounds like the 
kind of nutty idea that only some- 
one in their 20s would ever try 
making a reality. 

But Boa cheerfully points out 
that YOU/happening’s other chief 
architect, dancer Kathy Ochoa, is 
in her 30s and that many of the 
members of Ochoa’s dance troupe 
The Ether Girls (whose improv 
performance at the start of the 
night will hopefully “get the audi- 
ence into the creative flow”) are in 
their 40s. 

It would be easy to make fun of 
YOU/happening and all the 
hippy-dippy ideas it’s built on, 
but it wouldn't be very satisfying: 
Boa seems completely impervious 
to insults. 

Sure, some of his statements 
tend toward the cosmic (“I don't 
know what my role is going to be 
once it all starts; I’m just going to 


wait for the night to tell me what 
to do”), but he has a matter-of- 
fact, clear-eyed way of speaking 
that makes his more grandiose 
hopes for the show seem perfectly 
reasonable. Maybe some amazing 
things will come out of the night— 
songs, dances, poems, paintings. 
Or maybe everyone will just fight 
over who gets to play the synthe- 
sizer. Who knows? He’s certainly 
curious to find out. Maybe it'll be 
a legendary night. Maybe dozens 
of people will show up. Hun- 
dreds! Of course, Boa also realizes 
there’s a chance it'll just be him 
and Kathy. 

“But it’s not possible for the 
event to be a disaster,” he says. 
“There are no expectations on 
anybody’s behalf. The more peo- 
ple who show up, all that means is 
more people will be able to 
express themselves. When Kathy 
and I were planning this, we said 
that if it was just us two, we'd be 
perfectly satisfied. We're going to 
have fun in that space and we're 
going to create in that space.” 

And it’s a great space to create 
in—YOU/happening will be the 
very last show to be staged in Red

Strap Market before the onetime 
arts and crafts venue closes its 
doors forever. “It’s such a shame,” 
Boa says. “Every time I goin 
there, I love it. It’s a perfect space 
for a dance event—it’s got those 
bright windows, the hardwood 
floor. It’s the Flashdance audition 
room!” 

And if you should show up at 


YOU/happening and are sudden- 
ly inspired to recreate Jennifer 
Beale’s big dance number from 
that movie... well, it’s not quite the 
kind of creative expression Boa 
likely had in mind, but he’s proba- 
bly not going to stop you. Just 
pace yourself—it could be a long 
night.

Severance packager 
Christopher Smith says sadistic murder can be funny 


BRITISH FILMMAKER CHRISTOPHER 
Smith is not about to be.pigeon- 
holed. With one horror feature 
called Creep under his belt and a 
clever horror-comedy called Sever- 
ance now arriving in North Ameri- 
can theatres (see sidebar for 
review), he says he’s ready for a 
change of pace. 

“| didn’t ever expect to make 
horror movies, and I think this is 
the last word for me on the slasher 
movie,” Smith said at last year’s 
Toronto International Film Festi- 
val. “I’m very proud of this film, 
but I think what I want to contin- 
ue with is the comedy and the 
oddball humour.” 

Ironically, it was the buzz 
around Creep, a thriller starring 
Franka Potente as a woman 
stalked through the London 


Underground system by a homici- 
dal maniac, that helped Smith 
land:the: gig» making Severance. 
Executive producer Michael King 
knew James Moran’s screenplay 
contained the requisite amount of 
comedy, but he wanted to bring in 
a “horror person,” Smith says, to 
make sure the story’s more fright- 
eningly elements were effective- 
ly... er, executed. 

“T went through the script,” 
Smith says, “and said, ‘If you 
want it to be scary, you can’t have 
these one-liners in there right 
before people die.’ So [Moran] 
and me started to shave away the 
things that weren't realistic—we 
said these characters can be funny, 
but ultimately the comedy is 
going to come from the situation, 
not from them saying funny

Besides, Smith says, it’s one of 
the conventions of the genre. 
“With regard to survival films or 
wilderness films like Deliverance, 
you need an element of separation 





from society,” he explains, “and 
you can’t really do that in Eng- 
land because it’s too small. So to 
go to the wilder side of Europe 
gives you a good space to do 
some stuff.” 

“Some stuff” included a spec- 
tacular bus crash performed by a 
less than safety-conscious Hun- 
garian stuntman, and a number of 
graphic death scenes. But Sever- 
ance also gave Smith the chance to 
slip in a few stylistic nods to his 
favourite movies, and not just 
splatter films. 

“The movies that had an influ- 
ence on me horror-wise— The 
Texas Chain Saw Massacre, Alien, 
Evil Dead, The Exorcist—are in 
there,” he says, “but if you look, 
you'll see the references are not 
just to horror movies. There are 
references to 2001 and The Deer 
Hunter, Sergio Leone and Russ 
Meyer, so I’m not just quoting 
horror movies—it's kind of a 
scrapbook of my favourite movie 
moments all crammed into 
one film.” 

Whimsy wasn’t the only thing 
on the filmmakers’ minds, though 
Like 28 Weeks Later, Severance uses 
the horror genre as a filter 
through which to comment on the 
war on terror. 

“By making these people 
employe: es of a weapons dealer,” 
Smith says, “that adds a dimen- 
sion. It sets up the idea of what is 
a legitimate target. They’re 
weapons dealers, so you start 
thinking they have it coming 
because they're complicit. Then 
you get to know them and start 
thinking that they don’t deserve 
to die.” 

Now that Smith has the slasher 
movies out of his system, he’s free 
to contemplate his next creative 
move. He may not be a “horror 
person” anymore, but it sounds 
like he’s loath to straighten out his 
twisted side. “I think this is what 
I've learned about myself from 
this is that I’ve got a good sense of 
humour when it comes to doing 
things you shouldn't find funny. I 
think that’s what I'll head 
towards—the dark comedies, 
movies about twisted stalkers 
who get the girl.”

Fertile source of humour 
Judd Apatow delivers another comic gem with Knocked Up

THE PREMISE OF KNOCKED UP—A 
guy and a girl hook up for a one- 
night stand, except the girl gets 
pregnant—may not sound like 
anything special, but it’s actually 
kind of brilliant. Here’s why. 

Most contemporary romantic 
comedies try as hard as they can 
to keep their two leads apart, 
often inventing elaborate, ridicu- 
lous and ultimately frustrating 
contrivances simply to keep them 
from getting together until the 
end of the movie. Knocked Up, on 
the other hand, begins with the 
couple going to bed—which 
means the movie can then focus 
on their attempts to forge a rela- 
tionship with each other, exactly 
the messy, agonizing, compro- 
mise-filled, non-magical, non-pre- 
destined-by-fate part of romance 
that almost every other movie 
compulsively avoids dealing with. 

And also, most contemporary 
comedies about pregnancy hinge 
on the man’s fear that he “won't 
be a good father” to his newborn 
son. There may be a lot of jokes 
about the torment of crying babies 
and poopy diapers in these 
movies, but they all assume a cer- 
tain inherently noble outlook on 
the part of the male characters, 
who recognize the necessity of 
stepping up to this important 
social role and worry only about 
falling short of it despite their 
very best efforts. 

Knocked Up takes such a refresh- 
ingly different approach, it’s 
almost radical. When Ben Stone 
(Seth Rogen), an unemployed 
stoner living illegally in L.A. 
while half-heartedly setting up a 
nude-celebrities website with his 
similarly undermotivated bud- 
dies, learns that he’s going to 
become a father, his heart sinks. 
The last thing he wants to do with 
his life is take on any kind of 
responsibility, let alone one as

permanent as a child. But at least 
Alison, the mother (Katherine 
Heigl, from Grey’s Anatomy), is 
hot—maybe, Ben figures, he can 
get her to sleep with him a few 
more times. After all, he can’t get 
her any more pregnant. 

Like writer/director Judd Apa- 
tow’s previous film, The 40-Year- 
Old Virgin, Knocked Up appears to 
be nothing more a raunchy sex 
comedy, but is in fact a surpris- 
ingly resonant parable about men 
who must finally, as we all have 
to eventually, leave their cocoon 
of prolonged adolescence and 
enter the first mature romance of 
their entire lives. It’s no coinci- 
dence that the turning point in 
both movies occurs when the 
heroes finally sell off all their 
junky memorabilia: their action 
figures, their bongs, the crappy, 
cheaply framed movie posters 


deliver some of the funniest, most 
natural-sounding dudes-hanging- 
out insult humour ever put on 
film; Paul Rudd is Heig}’s brother- 
in-law, an A&R guy for a record 
label trapped in a spirit-draining 
marriage; Loudon Wainwright IIT 
even shows up as Ben and Ali- 
son's gynecologist, a casting deci- 
sion that’s hilarious all by itself. 
There are so many funny people 
in the cast that you get the feeling 
Apatow couldn’t bear to cut any 
of them out—hence the film’s 
somewhat bloated over-two-hour 
running time. But all these bits 
give the film a texture that most 
romantic comedies lack, a sense 
that everyone onscreen has some- 
thing interesting going on in their 
lives. Even the tiny parts get to be 
funny too—Charlyne Yi and 
Kirsten Wiig get huge laughs with 
practically every line of dialogue 


Loudon Wainwright Ill even shows 
up as Ben and Alison’s gynecologist, 
a casting decision that’s hilarious 


all by itself. 


decorating their walls. And Apa- 
tow films both sequences with 
unusual poignancy—did he have 
to go through this purging process 
himself once? If so, he came 
through it all right—his daughters 
Iris and Maude have small parts 
in the film, and not only are they 
adorable, but they've also got fan- 
tastic comic timing. 

Knocked Up is a starmaking 
vehicle for Seth Rogen, who’s sort 
of like the ideal outcome of an 
experiment to put Woody Allen’s 
self-deprecating Jewish humour in 
the body of a pudgy pothead. But 
he’s only part of the film’s vast 
comic ensemble, many of whom 
worked with Rogen and Apatow 
on Freaks and Geeks, Undeclared 
and The 40-Year-Old Virgin: Jason 
Segel, Jay Baruchel and Martin 
Starr play Ben’s buddies and

Apatow hands them. 

I wish Apatow had chosen a 
different job for Alison than doing 
interviews for the E! channel—all 
those self-deprecating celebrity 
cameos seem to belong to another 
movie. And he can’t quite fi 
out how to modulate the character 
of Alison’s shrewish but not 
unsympathetic sister Debbie. The 
ending is way too tidy, and the 
climactic sequence with Alison 
giving birth feels, perhaps 
inevitably, like something we’ve 
seen on 100 sitcoms already. 

Except, of course, for the three 
shots of the baby’s head crowning 
just before the final push. That's 
the Apatow touch: sex jokes, plus 
heart, plus crowning shots. It’s 
hard to think of a more winning 
combination.

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Pianist envy 
A conniving music prodigy wreaks revenge in The Page Turner

THE SICILIANS HAVE A SAYING 
that revenge is a dish best served 
cold, but French director Denis 
Dercourt has devoted an entire 
film to that principle. 

And like Claude Sautet’s Un 
Coeur en Hiver—another film that 
takes place in the world of French 
classical music—The Page Turner 
has a chilly edge appropriate toa 
venture where all the main char- 
acters are in some way emotional- 
ly blocked. 

Melanie Prouvost (Julie 
Richalet) is a high-strung, some- 
what arrogant young pianist from 
a blue-collar family who shows a 
great deal of promise at the key- 
board. At a conservancy entrance 
exam, one of the jurors—feted 
concert pianist Ariane Fouché- 
court (Catherine Frot)—breaks 
Melanie’s concentration, disrupt- 
ing the audition by turning to sign 
an autograph. 

A decade later, Melanie still 
hasn't forgotten Fouchécourt’s 
thoughtlessness. With her poten- 
tial concert music career in tatters, 
she has moved on, and as a young 
adult (played by Déborah 
Francois) instead interns in the 
law office of one Jean Fouchécourt 
(Pascal Greggory), the husband 
of... oh, you're way ahead of me. 

After charming Jean with her 
self-possession and intelligence— 


as well as her drop-dead good 
looks—she accepts his offer to 
take a job mentoring his son, and 
she also takes the opportunity to 
insinuate herself into the orbit of 
the self-absorbed Ariane, who 
doesn’t recognize the girl she 
emotionally scarred so many 
years ago. She’s still a star in the 
music world, but an accident has 
also left her extremely fragile, and 
she leans more and more on 
Melanie until Ariane eventually 
gives her the position of page 
turner for her performances. 


as important here as plot. The sub- 
textual class tensions among the 
characters—Melanie is very much 
the working-class daughter bitter 
at being denied her position 
among the bourgeoisie—and its 
jabs at French manners and for- 
mality make The Page Turner as 
much a satire as anything else. 
Dercourt, a former viola player 
in the French Symphony, directs 
the film like a conductor, moving 
the action through stages of 
heightened tension and drama, 
coaxing the plot inexorably for- 


The subtextual class tensions among 
the characters and its jabs at French 
manners make The Page Turner as 
much a satire as a thriller. 


A nearly invisible presence 
onstage, the page turner actually 
has a great deal of power during a 
performance—turning a page too 
soon or too late can throw the 
player off their stride. Now in 
complete control, manipulating 
the members of the family in sub- 
tle ways, the former piano prodi- 
gy is perfectly placed to exact a 
slow, complicated and at times 
baffling revenge upon Ariane. 

The Page Turner is a thriller very 
much in the mold of Claude 
Chabrol (which means it’s some- 
what Hitchcockian as well): mood, 
tone, and a cool black humour are 


ward to a devastating conclusion. 
Francois and Frot (who were both 
nominated for best actress at the 
Césars, the French Oscars) give off 
strange sparks throughout—fear, 
helplessness and obsession inter- 
mingle in their performances, 
with Francois perfect as the icily 
seductive snake in the grass. 

As nasty and cruel a movie as 
this is, The Page Turner is also 
impossible to extricate yourself 
from once you get caught in its 
gears, and a welcome antidote to a 
summer already bloated with big- 
budget crap.

tary Glimpses of Heaven tells the story 
of three artists—or, more specifical- 
ly, the creative emergence of three 
individuals after enduring hell on 
earth, each in their own awful way, 
as children. 

Peter Gary, a composer, survived 
amass execution at the hands of the 
Nazis on Christmas Eve, 1941; his 
mother perished shielding the boy 
as the Germans opened their 
machine guns on a crowd of prison- 
ers. 

Potter Wayne Ngan fled to Cana- 
da following the Japanese invasion 
of China; at the age of 13, unable to 
speak English, he found himself fur- 
ther isolated when he was shuffled 
off to live with his alcoholic grand- 

ts. 

And painter George Littlechild, a 
native Albertan (all three subjects, 
along with Dayan, reside in Vancou- 
ver), suffered at the hands of abusive 
foster parents, whom he was placed 
with simply because the Canadian 
government deemed that his par- 
ents, and indigenous peoples in gen- 
eral, were incapable of looking after 
their own. 

However Dayan says that film 
also tells the story of a fourth artist, 
unseen onscreen—himself. 

“Ina way I'm exploring my own 


artistic birth,” he says. “It’s my first 
movie, and it’s the beginning of a 
new path for me.” In that sense, one 
couldn't find a better exemplification 
of the “Identity” theme of this year’s 
Dreamspeakers Film Festival, a cele- 
bration of cinema by and about First 
Nations people. Oved’s documen- 
tary will be showing alongside 
works from the rest of Canada, the 
United States, and abroad. 

Oved further discussed his film 
with SEE. 


What was the genesis for this film? 
I myself was studying [a Ph.D. in 
communications at McGill], and 
found I wasn’t accessing my creativi- 
ty. I found that even though I 
entered the program wanting to be 
really creative, there were certain 
ways of doing research that I just 
had to follow and couldn’t get out 
of, so I decided to followed my pas- 
sion and create a film about these 
creative people, and develop my 
own at the same time. 
So how did about finding 
three derith acs i 
and who went on to 
experience a creative rebirth? 
It’s a very Canadian story. Canada is 
full of diverse people with different 
backgrounds and experiences, but 1 
was fortunate. My mother is an 
artist, and she worked with George 
Littlechild—they worked t 
ona collaborative show for quite a 
while. All of these people came 


through my mother’s artistic connec- 
tions. I only saw the mesh of their 
stories as I was dreaming up the 
questions to write. I thought to 
myself, “I want to get three people 
who are colourful yet wise.” I called 
them Yoda characters—so aware of 
themselves and their artwork and 
the world, and they have this 
tremendous wisdom. 


We've all heard that great art is 
born in pain. Do you think that’s 
so? 

I think that great art comes from 
expressing one’s emotions, thoughts 
and feelings—and the ability to 
transfer that emotion through some 
sort of mastery of a piece.’So there is 
some of that, but I think people can 
express joy and also create great art. 
The three people who I’ve explored 
in the film, at times they express joy 
but they do have a sort of angst that 
propels them to create. Really, 
they're establishing that they have 
something to say, and this is how 
they adapt. In life we never know 
what's ahead of us. These people— 
of course they suffered greatly, but 
they were all very fortunate in that 
they were able to eee skills and 
explore their imaginations. By being 


- alone and neglected, they were ina 


clear position, because they lost 
everything in life, where they had to 
create their own world, their own 
understanding of the world through 
their imagination.

Kevin’s a serial killer with an invisible friend in Mr. Brooks 





before the fiasco that was Cut- 
throat Island landed pretty much 
everyone connected with it in 
movie jail for the better part of a 
decade. 

As the film opens, Earl Brooks 
(Costner) has been out of action 
for a long time too—or at least his 
true nature has. He’s the CEO of a 
prosperous box factory in Port- 
land, Oregon who’s just been 
named Man of the Year by the 
city’s chamber of commerce. But 
what no one at the fancy dinner

honouring him knows, not even 
his wife (Marg Helgenberger), is 
that underneath his placid exterior 
beats the heart of a murderer: the 
so-called “Thumbprint Killer,” in 
fact. Mr. Brooks takes no joy in 
killing, however; he thinks of him- 
self as an addict, and even attends 
AA meetings as a way of tamping 
down his urges. Okay, he gets a 
momentary rush whenever he 
squeezes the trigger, but then he 
has to put in so many hours of 
painstaking scrubbing and vacu-

uming and incinerating of evi- 
dence that it hardly seems worth 
the hassle. 

The movie's big gimmick is that 
William Hurt appears throughout 
the film as “Marshall,” who's sort 
of an invisible friend, a partner in 
crime and a devil on Brooks’ 
shoulder all wrapped up into one, 
But Marshall isn’t some kind of 
split personality (he never takes 
control of Brooks’ body or any- 
thing); he just keeps appearing in 
the back seat of Brooks’ car or tak- 
ing the chair opposite Brooks in 
restaurants and asking him when 
they can start killing again. What 
Marshall really is, though, is a con- 
venient script device—without 
Marshall to talk to, half of this 
movie would consist of Kevin 
Costner driving around Portland 
late at night with a blank look on 
his face. 

But it’s a script device that goes 
nowhere. Hurt and Costner don’t 
have much chemistry together, 
and their relationship stays at the 
same emotional level throughout 
the film, even when a cop (Moore) 
and a blackmailer (Dane Cook) 
both start breathing down Mr. 
Brooks’ neck. It’s too bad Evans 
and Gideon didn’t try to have 
more fun with the Marshall 
scenes—to make Marshall's taunts 
more cruel and cutting, or to 
maybe to show the two men 
wearily bickering with each other, 
like one of those old married cou- 
ples who are completely sick of 
each other's company but who 
you know will never get a 
divorce. 

That fundamental lack of 





humour is the film’s biggest prob- 
lem. The plot is ridiculous, espe- 
cially when a second serial killer 
starts running around—it’s as 
lurid and overstuffed as anything 
Joe Eszterhas ever wrote in its 
prime (in one scene, a body is dis- 
covered hanging from the ceiling, 
about a dozen hypodermic nee- 
dies stuck into it and a note read- 
ing “HA HA HA HA” impaled on 
its chest)—and yet it’s acted and 
directed and shot and scored so 
solemnly and artily, it’s as if the 
movie thinks it’s French. 

You've got to give Costner 
some credit for taking a role so 
unlike anything else he’s ever 
done, but he’s still miscast. Cost- 
ner just doesn’t know how to con- 
vey the tension between Brooks’ 
placid public face and his homici- 
dalinner urges. Instead, he just 
falls back on rote, mechanical ges- 
tures like Brooks’ constant fid- 
dling, with his eyeglasses whenev- 
er‘he wants to suggest Brooks is 
getting agitated. 

Really, William Hurt should 
have played the lead—it’s perfect 
for Hurt’s brand of twitchy 
WASPiness. And Costner? Should 
he have played Marshall? No, he’s 
not really right for that part, 
either. 

You know what? Maybe he 
should have stayed out of Mr. 
Brooks altogether. Maybe I should 
have too. God knows Ive seen 
enough of his naked ass already— 
believe it or not, he finds an 
excuse to bare it again in this 
movie too. Put some pants on 
already, Kevin Costner.

('M GOING TO TRY TO KEEP THIS 
brief, which is more than Pirates of 
the Caribbean: At World’s End ever 
does. This movie runs 168 min- 
utes—hell, even the title goes on 
way too long—and even after you 
sit through more than six minutes 
of closing credits, the damned 
thing still isn’t over! Director Gore 
Verbinski tosses in an extra scene 
set 10 years in the future reuniting 
Keira Knightley and Orlando 
Bloom and which seems to 
promise at least one more Pirates 
movie to come. 

Please, God, no. Just... no. I 
don’t want to sail anymore. 

l enjoyed the first film in the 
series, The Curse of the Black Pearl, 
which had a sprightly sense of 
humour, a healthy sense of its 
own ridiculousness and that off- 
the-wall performance by Johnny 
Depp as Captain Jack Sparrow 
that was as delightful as watching 
a child doodling with purple 
crayons on the walls of a very 
expensive house. 

But the swelling budgets of the 
‘wo sequels, and especially their 
Increasing reliance on CGI “spec- 
tacle,” have crushed pretty much 
all the joy and spontaneity out of 
this series. They can’t even be 
bothered to stage a simple, light- 
hearted swordfight in these 
Movies anymore; it’s all about 
Slant sea monsters and half-man, 
half-fish mutants now. 

Depp’s still around, but now 
he’s scuttling around in the mar- 
8s of the action, amusing him- 
self and nobody else. At World’s 
£nd is full of fantasy sequences set 
©n a boat populated solely by 
dozens of Captain Jacks. It’s John- 
ny Depp's dream cast. (Remember 
how people used to admire John- 
ny Depp on account of his scrupu- 
'ous avoidance of the whole soul- mr 





less Hollywood blockbuster 
machine? Yeah, those were the 
days.) 

The film was written—report- 
edly more or less on the fly—by 
the team of Ted Elliot and Terry 
Rossio, who also worked on the 
scripts for The Mask of Zorro and 
the original Shrek. They have a 
fondness for old-fashioned swash- 
buckling heroes, but they have a 
tendency to get way too caught up 
in the mechanics of their over- 
stuffed plots—all the missions the 
characters have to complete, all 
the curses they have to lift, all the 
magical objects they have to steal, 
and all the slippery allegiances 
they have to navigate, all at the 
expense of emotion, surprise... 
and, in the case of At World’s End, 
coherence. 

The plot doesn’t even seem 
worth figuring out. In a world 
where characters are forever com- 
ing back from the dead, who cares 
if any of them are killed? It really 
doesn’t seem to make any differ- 
ence in their ability to participate 
in the world. And in a movie 
where practically every image and 
every performance has been creat- 
ed on a computer, how are we 
supposed to be thrilled or touched 
by any of it? 

In At World's End, characters 
sail around the world, they under- 
go bizarre physical transforma- 


- tions, they die and live again, and 


they even capture a goddess, 
make her mortal and then give her 
back her divinity. And yet none of 
them seems awed by any of these 
miracles, or has their worldview 
shaken, or even pauses to be 
moved at the thought of all the 
sights they’ve been fortunate 
enough to witness. When you 
watch interviews with the cast 
and crew, they seem more 
impressed by the film’s obscene 
budget than by any of the ideas 
contained in the soulless script. 
Yeesh. It’s enough to make you 
seasick.

WITH ALL THOSE MEGA-BUDGET 
sequels (and their equally expensive 
promotional campaigns) currently 
commandeering theatre bookings, 
it’s not surprising that the no one 
bothered to earmark a little more 
time and money to let people know 
about the big-screen adaptation of 
an oddball play called Bug. 

I's a shame. Had the studio 
behind the film spent just a frac- 
tion—say. 0.05 per cent—of the mar- 
keting budget behind Shrek the Third 
on what movie execs like to call 
“consumer education,” they could 
have saved the three teenage boys 
who grumbled throughout the Mon- 
day-night screening I attended 12 
bucks apiece. That's money they 
could've easily allocated toward 
another viewing of Spider-Man 3. 

So they were stuck, but it’s easy to 
see what caused the confusion. Bug 
has all the superficial markings of a 
conventional scare-flick—it begins 
with menacing dead-air phone calls 
and ends in flames. In between 
there’s gore, insanity, the most effec- 
tive use of pliers since Marathon 
Man, at least one body, and, of 
course, bugs. (Or are there...?) 

It'd be a shame to give anymore 
than that away, given how meticu- 
lously crafted a film this is, but let’s 
just say that’s where the similarities 
to typical horror fare end. From start 
to finish, the film operates on a slow, 
dirty burn, planting red herrings 
under every grimy surface, leaving 
you never too sure where things are 
headed, except that it’s probably 
somewhere very, very bad. 

Ashley Judd, taking a cue from

Charlize Theron’s makeover in Mon- 
ster (.e., she looks like hell), plays 
Agnes, a coked-out beerslinger liv- 
ing in a decrepit motel in Nowhere- 
ville, Oklahoma. One particularly 
drug-fueled evening, her co-worker 
invites a stranger, Peter (Michael 
Shannon), to join them. At first, 
Agnes doesn’t want anything to do 
with the guy—she’s already dealing 
with the unwanted return of her vio- 
lent ex-con/ex-husband Jerry (Harry 
Connick Jr.) But as the synthetic 
stimulants begin to wane, Agnes’ 
loneliness wins out, and she begins 
to warm up to this weird character, 
who seems rather benign in the 
end—kind of an articulate Forrest 
Gump with an aphid obsession. And 
as their relationship takes root, so 
does a long, dialogue-driven descent 
into hell. But who's the devil? Ragea- 
holic Connick? Buggy Pete? Or sim- 
ply Agnes’ own demons (of which 
there are many)? 

Well, Bug takes its time answer- 
ing, allowing just enough room in its 
squalid one-room set for the central 





characters to undergo a metamor- 
phosis that will be all too familiar 
and frightening for anyone who's 
ever found themselves in a dysfunc- 
tional relationship. As the dynamic 
between Anges and Peter shifts into 
a kind of symbiotic mental para- 
sitism, the film reveals its central, 
inherently nasty trope—the fine line, 
if there ever was one, between love 
and codependency. 

It’s great to see director William 
Friedkin (The Exorcist, The French 
Connection) make an ambitious film 
again, but as I listened to the teens in 
the parking lot arguing over whose 
idea it was to go see this thing 
(someone clearly needed to take 
responsibility), it became gallingly 
apparent that Friedkin’s aesthetic 
just can’t win over an audience 
weaned on instant CGI thrills. When 
blood and bugs (and did I mention 
the pliers?) can’t impress the kids, 
you realize how steep the uphill bat- 
tle is that awaits any movie that 
dares to depart from formula.

ALMOST FROM THE DAWN OF THE 
artform itself, animation has 
struggled to break free from its 
cutesy, doe-eyed Walt Disney ori- 
gins and mine the deviant, sub- 
versive comic possibilities of the 
cartoon form. Call it the Tex 
Avery school of animation, after 
the man whose Red Hot Riding 
Hood put the “wolf” back in “wolf 
whistle,” proving definitively that 
‘toons could be more than a 
source of moral education for tots, 
and that a healthy dose of adult 
anarchy (and outrageously sexy 
cartoon babes) would always be 
more fun. 

The films which make up the 
latest edition of Spike & Mike's Sick 
and Twisted Festival of Animation all 
share Avery’s anarchic spirit 
(even if they don’t always manage 
to match his formal inventive- 
ness), but their closest antecedent 
is probably Marv Newland’s 
Bambi Meets Godzilla, a cult short 
which posits a comically uneven 
deathmatch between the famous 


fawn and the Japanese lizard (and 
which, not coincidentally, appears 
ona Spike & Mike DVD compila- 
tion of animation “classics”). Like 
Newland’s two-minute magnum 
opus, the cartoons collected under 
the Spike & Mike banner revel in 
perversity for the sheer sake of it. 
As Spike & Mike's decidedly surly 
and foul-mouthed animated 
avatars announce, there will be no 
“cutesy fairytale chipmunk car- 
toons,” but rather, as much nudi- 
ty, profanity, sex and violence as 
they can squeeze into less than an 
hour and a half. 

It’s a promise that they make 
good on, too, though grossout 
purists may feel cheated by the 
curious lack of toilet humour. 
(Shitty jokes abound, but there are 
strangely few jokes about shit, per- 
haps because they’ ve become Dis- 
ney’s stock in trade over the past 
few years.) 

In any case, there’s more than 
enough blood, gore, and, in one 
noteworthy example, pus, here to 
keep the rest of us satisfied— 
although it’s the more offbeat 
entries which really stand out. 
Don’t Fuck With Love, a three- 
minute video for indie band The 
Sad Little Stars that provides a 


pop-up book-style guide to the 
don’ts and the don’ts of dating, 
and How to Cope With Death, about 
a kung-fu showdown between a 
badass aging granny and the Grim 
Reaper, are both off-the-wall and 
droll. 

It’s not their offensiveness that 
sinks many of the other films in 
the collection, however; it’s their 
inability to strike a harmonious 
balance between “funny” and 
“gross.” A number of the offerings 
appear to be student projects, and, 
while one can imagine how much 
fun it would be to play drinking 
games with the graduating class 
of Cal Arts in L.A., their endless, 
winking in-jokes (especially their 
habit of acknowledging God, the 
Devil, hairdressers, accountants, 
and other improbably-named peo- 
ple in the end credits) are likely to 
sail right over most audiences’ 
heads. 

In the end, there’s just a little bit 
too much vulgarity here and not 
quite enough humour to sustain 
it, which tends to make the whole 
Spike & Mike experience tiresome 
instead of outrageous. But after 
all, Godzilla’s shoes are hard to 
fill.

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All work, no play 
More hustle needed to make it in 
Edmonton’s shrinking live music scene 


BILL GEORGE STOPS, STARES AND 
“Sighs. “Fuck, man, is this even 
worth it?” he mutters as he sur- 
veys the monument before him— 
a gold-and-beige pyramid 
smelling slightly of fresh plastic 
and that just-woke-up scent of 
sweat. Cymbals. Snare drums. A 
high hat tipping itself, saying 
“Good evening to you, sir.” 
Instead of reciprocating, George 
clenches his jaw and briefly con- 
siders simply leaving everything 
as it is. 

Piece by piece, George plays a 
game of Tetris with the drum 
equipment, jamming it all into the 
trunk and smoky backseat of a 
taxi. When he’s done, he hops in 
the front and gazes straight ahead. 
He doesn’t speak. All he can do is 
wonder whether the cab fare jin- 
gling in his pocket will be more 
than the money he'll make play- 
ing tonight's gig- 

Meanwhile, Steve Derpack 
stands in the middle of an empty 
dance floor, arms crossed, chin 
lifted, slightly hesitant. The inde- 
pendent promoter can hear bar- 
tenders behind him clinking glass- 
es, preparing themselves for what 
they hope will be mad stampede 
of thirsty hipster kids getting their 
weekly fill of local music. With the 
exception of the fuzzy Top 40 
music wafting from the loud- 
speakers, the club is eerily quiet— 
almost too quiet for eight o'clock 
ona Friday night. 

The stage is bare. The walls are 
bare. The floor-is bare. Derpack 
drops his chin to‘his chest and 
examines the sticky beer spots on 
the ground. He wonders how 
many people will stand where he 
is tonight. He wonders if the band — 


is going argue and yell and plead 
with him when they find out 
they’ve made next to no money. 
He wonders if he’s going to have 
to dig deep into his own pocket to 
pay them. 

Over the past year, Edmonton's 
music scene has been making 
headlines left, right and centre. 
The Sidetrack Café slapped up a 
“closed” sign last fall. The Power- 
plant has been combating finan- 
cial losses and inherent closure 
claims. Local musicians have fran- 
tically clawed their way past other 
artists for stage space. Venue pro- 
moters have made themselves 
entrepreneurs of independent 
promotion companies. 

. Things have been topsy-turvy 
for Edmonton, and all the players 
have been forced to re-evaluate 
the music scene—many wonder- 
ing why they’re part of it at all. 


BUMS IN SEATS 

“It's maddening to run a 
venue,” says Derpack, who left his 
senior programming position with 
the University of Alberta at the 
beginning of May in order to pur- 
sue his own independent promo- 
tion company, JCL Productions. 
“Being a venue manager right 
now in Alberta means you have to 
deal with competition—meaning 
not only other live music venues, 
but also other restaurants and 
bars—and on the service side, 
keep staff and pay them a decent 
wage. It’s hard to manage a venue 
and balance everything out, given 
the state of our economy. 

“We're in that cycle where 
Edmonton seems to be losing its 
venues,” Derpack continues. 
“There's a labour shortage and 


economic boom in Alberta, so the 
service industry gets hit hard. I 
saw other cities go through it—in 
Vancouver, I saw venue after 
venue go down. And Calgary lost 
the Night Gallery and the Repub- 
lic, which was there forever.” 

When hundreds of bands are 
vying for the same minimal num- 
ber of venues, Derpack says it’s 
ultimately going to “weed out the 
crappier [ones] from the good 
ones.” At the same time, Derpack 
acknowledges that a lot of subpar 
bands are very good when it 
comes to coercing family and _ 
friends to show up and shell out 
the cover charge. 

“T want those bands in my 
venue if I’m a promoter or a 
venue manager, because they’re 
going to drink my beer or make 
me money off the ticket price,” 
Derpack explains. “But at the 
same time, if there's a band that 
might be better down the road, 
who doesn't have any friends, do I 
want them to play for me? Yes, 
because I have faith that they'll do 
really well. But how am I going to 
put them in my venue and pay 
them if they don’t put bums in 
seats?” 

Being an independent promoter 
is a high-risk business. All of the 
money comes out of the promot- 
er’s pocket, and with that comes 
an instinctive sense of caution. Ifa 
rowdy punk band with little talent 
can bring out the 18-year-old 
binge drinkers, then chances are 
they'll get the stage over a low- 
key, singer-songwriter type. 

“Bands seem to have gotten toa 
point where they figure everyone 
should just come out because 
they’re in a band,” Derpack says.

“You can’t anymore. Everyone 
has a band. What makes you bet- 
ter than the rest?... You can be the 
greatest Grant MacEwan-trained 
jazz musician in Edmonton, but if 
you pull three people out to my 
show, why should I book you? 
People think that’s really harsh, 
but it’s reality.” 


RISK MANAGEMENT 

Bill George, who drums for the 
electro-rock outfit Red Ram, the 
progressive metal group Portal, 
and jazz funk band Toque, says 
this new reality has caused great 
unrest among bands in all genres. 
“While I might sit here and bitch 
about clubs and promoters and 
stuff like that, bands have to have 
some form of accountability as 
well,” George admits. “I’ve seen 
all too often bands that think that 
the club is going to do all of the 
promotions. Bands have got to 
promote a lot, and rightly so. 
Nothing pisses off a club owner 
more than risking a Friday ona 
new band that is apparently sup- 
posed to be really good and only 
30 or 40 people show up.” 

George hopes that this shift in 
the music scene will inspire peo- 
ple to take bigger risks and create 
more daring shows on their own. 
Already, he says, bands are taking 
matters into their own hands by 
scribbling out the middlemen— 
clubs and promoters—and renting 
out halls. 

“1 think [the competition] is 
going to force bands and musi- * 
cians to be a bit more creative 
with their product,” George says. 
“We're dealing with an oversatu- 
rated market, so you've got to do 
something pretty fucking spectac- 
ular to get through any apathy. 
Your band has to be awesome—it 
has to be something that’s out of 
the norm. You’ve almost got to be 
risky about what you’re doing 
and throw shit in people's face 
and be like, ‘We're the fucking 
loudest band you ever heard’ or 
‘We all go out with socks on our 
cocks’ or something like that.” 


DESERVING A PROMOTION 

Aaron Brophy, managing editor 
of Toronto-based Chart magazine, 
agrees. Even in a city with dozens 
of thriving venues, he says, a band 
needs a lot of hustle these days if 
they want to get booked. Four 
guys casually playing a couple of 
songs in a backroom just won't 
cut it anymore. 

“The smart promoter,” Brophy 
says, “is the promoter that will 
find a venue that will commit to 
live music for a long time, and 
convince these bands to work 
cheaply and get them in there, 
and over the course of time, build 
up a community around it. That's 
what it’s going to take; it’s not an 
easy solution. Independent pro- 
moters, guys going it on their 
own, don’t have a lot of money so_ 
they have to be careful. Bands 
don’t want to get freezed on 
shows, but bands doing shows is 
better than them not doing shows 
and the promoter has to be . . 
putting on shows regularly for 
thereto bes culture.” y

With Tears of the Valedictorian, Frog Eyes graduates to the next level

FROG EYES REPRESENTS THE MORE, 
shall we say, “unexplainable” 
realm of the world of Canadian 
indie rock. 

Despite the Victoria, B.C. band’s 
associations with Montreal pop 
gurus Wolf Parade through 
shared member Spencer Krug, 
Frog Eyes takes a much less 

"poppy approach to their songwrit- 
ing. The typical Frog Eyes song is 
a noisy, swirling head trip 
anchored by the demonic yet 
strangely melodic wail of singer 
Carey Mercer. 

On their latest effort, Tears of the 
Valedictorian, Frog Eyes dives even 
deeper into that signature sound, 
filling the record with sweeping 
instrumental passages, cryptic, 
nightmarish lyrics, and vocals that 
sound as self-destructive as they 
are beautiful. 

“There is something strange 
about Frog Eyes, but.I’m not sure 
what,” says Mercer via e-mail, 
hopping onto a computer between 
stops on Valedictorian’s supporting 
tour. “On paper, it should all be 
quite ‘normal,’ but it has always 
come out less than normal. But to 
me, it sounds as normal as the 
smell of my breath or the sound of 
my voice.” 

Mercer's right: Frog Eyes’ con- 
figuration is as normal as they 
come—bass, drums, two guitars, a 
“frontman”—but what Frog Eyes 
does with that setup on Tears of the 
Valedictorian challenges all notions 
of what a rock band can be. 
Melody gets thrown to the lions to 
make room for dark and moving 
blasts of noise. 

This is the deepest music that 
Frog Eyes has ever made—and 
that’s in all senses of the word. 
“There is more ‘nuance’ and 
dynamic now than there has been 
in the past,” Mercer says. “T! he 
band has been louder in the past, 
and my voice has loomed a bit 
larger.” 

So does the band’s stature on 
the indie music scene—they’ve 


toured with Destroyer and share 
members not just with Wolf 
Parade but Sunset Rubdown, 
Swan Lake and Fifths of Seven. 
Mercer himself also releases 
records under the sobriquet Black- 
out Beach. “I believe in regional 
connections,” Mercer says. “I have 
more ‘in common’ with people 
from Seattle than people from the 
East Coast. I just think that the cli- 
mate and the specifics of a land 


their associated projects, but you 
also can’t help but wonder if any 
resentment arises when Mercer or 
Krug hand over choice songs to 
other projects. Doesn’t that create 
tension? 

“Other projects don’t really 
affect Frog Eyes,” Mercer says. 
“Only certain songs work for the 
band, and the ones that don’t I 
usually save for Blackout Beach.

EVER SINCE BRITISH MUSIC MAG AND 
unstoppable hyperbole machine 
New Musical Express called Toronto's 
Cancer Bats “the best punk band in 
the world,” singer Liam Cormier has 
been fending off disagreeable critics. 

“It seems as though everyone now 
is like, ‘Fuck you, you're not the best 
punk band in the world!’” he says. 
“It’s like, | know!” 

Though NME has a reputation for 
shameless, headline-grabbing over- 
statement (no, the Bats are not the 
best punk band in the world) it 
might not be an overstatement to call 
them the best punk band in South- 
ern Ontario—and that’s not damn- 
ing with faint praise, given the num- 
ber of crusty punks in the Golden 
Horseshoe alone. (Been to TO late- 
ly?) 

y The Bats’ 2006 debut long-player, 
Birthing the Giant, is a piledriver of a 
record, a mixture of hyperkinetic 
hardcore punk vocals and writhing 
metal riffs. Ben Coneley of 
Punknews.org summed it up nicely 
when he said, “This album is fuck- 
ing huge. I think I broke a sweat just 
listening to it.” 

Though the Bats have played 
three cross-country tours and 
released a demo and full-length LP, 
all since 2005, Cormier says the band 
was never intended to get so big so 
fast. 

“The whole history of this band 
has just been in a rush,” he says. 
“We've barely had time to think 
things through. We had a demo that 
we got signed off of, and then it was 
like, You've got to write a full- 
length,’ and then we're like, ‘Oh 
shit’. And then we had to start tour- 
ing and then everyone's like, ‘You

guys need to keep touring, but you 
also need to write a new record, so 
do that real quick and get back on 
the road.’ We're cool with it, because 
we love what we're doing. We can’t 
wait to do another 12 months of 
touring. But still, it'd be cool to have 
a little bit of time.” 

Actually, after being featured in 
the NME and on the BBC recently, 
The Bats should just be grateful they 
aren't actually British, since the Brit 
hype machine has.a tendency to 
build up and then kill their own 
idols with extreme prejudice. At 
least in Canada the Bats have a shot 
at a career. 

Rather than play straight-ahead 
screamo, or hardcore, or metal, the 
Bats take their inspiration from dis- 
parate sources; a little Pantera here, 


some Minor Threat over there, even 
a dash of their friends and sometime 
tourmates Alexisonfire. But accord- 
ing to Cormier, The Bats’ musical 
miscegenation goes down a lot easi- 
er in Canada and Europe than in the 
USA. 

“People in Canada are a lot more 
open to different genres,” he says. 
“They’re willing to take it all in, 
whereas in the U.S. it seems there 
are kids who listen to only one style 
of music... | think it’s just that the 
US. is bigger, so the scenes are more 
developed. In Canada, you don’t 
have as many bands from any one 
genre—so you may be a diehard 
NOFX fan, but if you want to go toa 
punk show, you might have to listen 
to the Cancer Bats.”

THE INTERNET CONTINUES TO BUZZ AS SOCIAL 
networking sites battle over the allegiance of 
their users, and the music they listen to is 
their of choice. Chances are you not 
only read about this but participated in it, at 
least passively, as icons for programs like 
ilike and Last.fm popped across your com- 
puler screen. But these were just the opening 
salvos. 

However, for that proud-but-increasingly- 
rare breed of person who remains unaware 
of such things, let’s recap: Facebook, the 
world’s second most eb networking site 
(with approximately 24,000,000 users) 
launched an initiative designed to take on 
the primacy of Myspace (which enjoys 
67,000,000 users). Formerly a music-free 
zone, Facebook now allows a host of third- 
Paseorsares fo install outside software 
on their “profiles,” gambling that people will 
willingly surrender to the idea acne 
consumer transparency in the name of exhi- 
bitionism. 

What this means is that if you subscribe to 
one of these services, your online “friends” 
will now not only see what music is playing 
on your computer, but can listen fo.snippets 
of those tracks and browse for similar artists. 
Other eat iad aes that 
apparently will analyze your musical tastes 
and notify you about upcoming concerts by 
bands in your pet genres. 

Pretty nifty, especially for marketers, but 
one can’t help think of the danger these ser- 
vices poses to obsessive music nerds who 
agonize over which songs appear on their 
Facebook pages. Not only will the world’s 
digital shut-ins become even more reclusive, 
but it also might herald the advent of the lat- 
est variant of the mixtape: the profile page 


shuffle. 

Some industry experts are hailing the 
move as the nothing less than the death-knell 
of Myspace. Although that behemoth has 
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held the edge until now with band pages that 
allow users to listen to and sometimes down- 
load tracks, in true Murdochian fashion 
they've kept everything in-house, bannin 
third-party developers, thus running the risk 
of their increasingly clunky services becom- 
ing even more so.

It's hard to think of a recent figure in 
popular music more respected than Kurt 
Cobain. Cobain remains an icon, prized for 
his raw vocal style, his turbulent songwrit- 
ing (with many of the lyrics drawn from the 
most emotional aspects of his personal life), 
his tortured ambivalence in the face of the 
corporate marketing machine (most famously 
evident in his decision to pose for the cover of 


But as Yuval Taylor points out in his new 
book Faking It: The Quest for Authenticity in 
Popular Music (which he co-authored with 
Hugh Barker), telling real from fake is a much 
more complicated matter than it first appears. 
Take Leadbelly, one of Cobain's favourite 
artists, whose sparse, elemental recordings of 
traditional foxlk songs made him a symbol of 
authenticity to his (mostly white) fans—but 
whose image was in fact carefully crafted 
by his manager, John Lomax, who had him 
perform in a prison uniform and deliberately 
expunged the “white” pop and jazz songs from 
his live repertoire. 

But Taylor and Barker are less interested in 
tearing down musical myths than in simply 
figuring out exactly what we mean when we 
say.a record sounds “authentic,” and explor- 
ing the effect that the cult of authenticity has 
had on how music is made and perceived by 
the public. Their test cases span the history

SEE: Is there a date where you can see a 
sea change taking place in music history, 
when authenticity suddenly became the 
yardstick music is measured by—or at 
least when a perceived lack of authentic- 
ity became something that made people 
say a piece of music is bad? 

Yuval Taylor: Well, I think there are certainly 











moments where you can see authenticity sud- 
denly becoming more important. The idea of 
an authentic musical experience goes at least 
as far back as the 19th century. But you can 
see it really flaring up in country music in the 
late 1940s, for instance, when Hank Williams 
became the paragon of authenticity. And it 
happened again in the late 1960s, with the 
rise of Bob Dylan and the singer/songwriter. 
Plus I think there was just a general sense of 
disillusionment then, that people didn’t want 
to be lied to anymore and were looking for 
authenticity in all aspects of the culture, even 
in the pop charts. 


SEE: Authenticity in someone like, say, 
Joni Mitchell is one thing, but what do 
pop stars like Jennifer Lopez get out 

of these displays of authenticity? That 
“Jenny From the Block” song didn’t seem 
to convince anybody, and she was widely 
derided for it. 

YT: Well, people who weren't her fans 
derided her, but her audience ate it up. That 
song wouldn't have been the huge hit it was 
if the fans didn’t like it. I don’t think J.Lo 
ever lost credibility with her core market, but 
reaffirming her authenticity was an important 
career move, and I think that was exactly the 
right song at the right time. Plus, she really 
is from the block—she'’s from a working-class 
Latino neighbourhood. Hugh would very 
much disagree with this statement, but I think 
it's a really clever and empowering song. She 
acknowledges that she’s rich, but she does so 
in a way that says, “Girls, I did it and you can 
do it too.” 


SEE: But it’s not a song that many critics 
would want to be caught praising. Can 
you give some examples of artists whose 
reputation has suffered unfairly because 
they don’t seem authentic enough? How 
about the reverse: are there artists whose 
perceived authenticity has artificially 
inflated their reputation? 

YT: I think Donna Summer's reputation has 
suffered greatly because of these concerns. 
She is one of the great musical innovators and 
performers and she is definitely not seen that 
way, As for overrated musicians, I'd say John 
Lee Hooker and Lightnin’ Hopkins are both 
pretty limited talents whose output has been 
overpraised for. its supposed authenticity and 
where the praise far exceeds the music’s value. 
Lalso feel that the whole metal scene has 
suffered greatly because of the pursuit of au- 
thenticity. Metal used to be a great, theatrical, 
inauthentic genre, and the personal, confes- 
sional mode of all these pop-metal bands like 
Staind and Evanescence is nowhere near as 
much fun. 


SEE: Throughout the book you'll play off 
a supposedly authentic artist against a 
supposedly inauthentic one—Neil Young 


vs. Billy Joel, John Lennon vs. Michael 
Nesmith—and often the inauthentic one 
will come off looking pretty good. Did 

you take some pleasure in making these 
contrarian arguments, knowing you'd tick 
off a lot of rock fans? 

YT: Well, it's always fun outraging rock 
fans. But we're not just trying to get people's 
goats; hopefully, we’re making comparisons 
that bring out some nuances in the music 
For instance, the comparison between Neil 
Young and Billy Joel is a really interesting one, 
especially when you consider that they both 
recorded well-known songs about the search 
for authenticity: Neil Young recorded “Heart 
of Gold,” Billy Joel recorded “Honesty.” And 
we ask, well, where's the difference? And the 
difference, I think, is that Joel is simply being 
earnest and talking about telling the truth, 
whereas Young is slipperier. He's more inter- 
ested in exploring himself and being honest 
in his own way, in being honest to himself at 
any given moment. 


SEE: Could a case be made that au- 
thenticity is “out” these days? Look at 
American Idol, which is pretty much the 
epitome of inauthenticity, but which is 
also one of the biggest popular music phe- 
nomena of the last 25 years. 

YT: Well, | think American Idol is a very old 
idea—it's basically just an update of Arthur 
Godfrey’s Talent Scouts from the 1940s 
and ’50s. But interestingly, American Idol 
is careful to put signifiers of authenticity in 
there that Arthur Godfrey never would—the 
backstage moments with the performers, the 
way the judges are always urging the perform- 
ers to “be themselves.” No, if anything, I think 
our culture is more aware of authenticity than 
ever. You see even people like Alicia Keys 
recording an album called The Diary of Alicia 
Keys or Ashlee Simpson recording an album 
called Autobiography, and you see displays of 
authenticity in genres like pop-metal which 
never tried to be authentic before, or even in 
Broadway shows like Rent. 


SEE: You suggest in your final chapter 
that a truly mature music fan will have 
“grown beyond” worrying so much about 

the realness of a song or a performer. 
Have your own tastes changed and 
evolved over the years? 

YT: Well, I still find myself intrigued by 
questions of authenticity and wondering how 
true a song is to a performer's life. But when I 
was young, I'd dismiss a lot of songs for being 
too theatrical and fake—I hated Van Halen, for 
instance. Now 1 like all kinds of music that 
make no pretense toward being real. At the 
same time, however, there's no getting away 
from the fact that-a Neil Young album will go 
up in my estimation in direct proportion to 
how real it seems. 
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A NEW LEASE ON THE WRITING LIFE
